INTERNATIONAL VISITORS

representing 16 foreign countries. In ac- 
cordance with the wishes of their dele- 
gations, the ladies from India, Pakistan 
and Ghana wore their native dress, as 
shown in the photograph below. 


The group was sponsored by the 
Hospitality Committee of the National 
Council of Women in the U.S., whose pur- 
pose is to introduce foreign visitors to 
the physical and human resources of New 
York. A similar tour of HSS two years 
ago proved so popular that another had 
been especially requested for this Janu- 
ary. 


Following a tour through the hospital, 
led by five of our volunteers (Mrs. Wurz- 
burger, Mrs. Wilson, Mrs. Phillips, Mrs. 
Arnold and Mrs. Mayer), Dr. Goran C. H. 
Bauer, Director of Research, took time 
from his busy schedule to address the 
women in the Lecture Hall. He delivered 
an interesting and informative illustrated 
talk on the history and achievements of 
the hospital, and on the present activi- 
ties of the Research Foundation. Dr. 
Paul D. Saville escorted the ladies 
through the Research Building where he 
explained the type of work going on in 
the Laboratory for Study of Bone 
Metabolism. 


The visit of our foreign guests was 
concluded by sherry in the Board Room 
and luncheon in the cafeteria, where Mr. 
Young spoke to them about the role of 
the voluntary hospital in New York. The 
enthusiasm of all of the women for the 
hospital, and the type of questions asked 
about our activities indicated that every- 
one concerned with making the tour in- 
formative and stimulating — the Auxili- 
ary, the medical staff, the Administra- 
tion, the Dietary Department and the 
Volunteers — had done an excellent and 
thorough job. 


DEPARTMENT OF PHYSICAL MEDICINE AND 
REHABILITATION: PHYSICAL THERAPY. 


The words ‘‘physical therapy’? are very meaningful 
to both the in-patients at the Hospital for Special Surgery 
and out-patients who come to the hospital for treatment. 
It is a service that becomes an integral part of one’s 
hospitalization or one’s home-life. To many, it means a 
return to functional living after many months of illness. 

The physical therapy section of the department of 
Physical Medicine and Rehabilitation is on the second 
floor of the hospital and is headed by Dr. Anna Kara 
with Dr. Olav Austlid as Associate Director. Florence 
K. Winter is Physical Therapy Supervisor, and Judith M. 
Kurtz is Assistant Supervisor. There are, in total, 21 
staff members busy inthe three work areas; the gymnasium, 
the pool and room 206. 

As one walks into the department, one first sees the 
reception desk next to which is room 206. In this room 
are used the modalities of heat, cold, ultrasound, traction 
and electrical stimulation. Patients also receive massage 
and the necessary exercises. 

Continuing down the hall, one approaches the pool 
and hydrotherapy section. It is here that whirlpool treat- 
ments for upper and lower extremities are given. The 
pool is utilized for many patients who need the warmth 
and buoyancy of the water for their exercises and walk- 
ing. Parallel bars are placed in the center of the pool to 
be used for practice. 

The next area seen is that of Dr. Kara’s office and examining cubicles. The cub- 
icles are used for both patient examination and for therapists giving manual muscle 
tests upon the doctor’s request. 

The last sectionof the department is the gymnasium. Here one sees people learn- 
ing to use crutches and walkers (not as easy a feat as it appears to be!). To many pa- 
tients, the ability touse these appliances means the freedom to move about as much as 
possible while recuperating. One also sees patients receiving the exercises that will 
strengthen weakened areas of the body. Activities of daily living, which will help pa- 
tients most at home, are also taught here. For those patients who cannotcome tothe 
department, there is a therapist who 
treats them in their rooms.

The class included 
about twenty scientists from all over the 
United States, with training and interests 
in such diverse subjects as metallurgy, 
physics, polymer chemistry, protein chem- 
istry, and paint technology.

Henry U. Harris Jr. 
MEET HENRY U. HARRIS JR. 


Henry U. Harris Jr. was born in New 
York City October 23, 1926. He attended 
Green Vale Elementary School in Glen 
Head, Long Island, then St. Mark’s Prep 
School in Massachusetts. After prep 
school he went into the U.S. Army Infan- 
try. On July 4th, 1946, while leading a 
company in parade for a celebration of 
Philippine Independence Day, Lt. Harris 
felt the first symptoms of poliomyelitis. 
He was returned to the U.S. and entered 
the Army-Navy Hospital in Hot Springs, 
Ark. for a period of one year. After re- 
ceiving his medical discharge from the 
Army, he was admitted to the Warm Springs 
Foundation in Georgia for approximately 
6 months rehabilitation treatment. 

His hospitalizations over, he enrolled 
for two summers at Harvard University 
and then went on to Stamford University 
to complete his college education. He 
received his B.S. in Economics in 1951 
from Stamford. 

Mr. Harris married Mary Jeanne John- 
son in 1950 and they now are the proud 
parents of three sons, Henry U. Harris III, 
13 years of age, and twins, Peter and 
Johathan Harris, 11 years old. 

Mr. Harris joined the firm of Harris, 
Upham & Co. in 1951 and upon complet- 
ing his training there in various capaci- 
ties, became a partner of the firm in 1953. 
During this timehealso attended the New 
York Institute of Finance from 1951-1952. 

His memberships include the Lower 
Manhattan Advisory Board of the Chemical 
Bank, Chairman of the Red Cross Broker- 
age Fraternities and head of the Board 
of Trustees of the Green Vale School, 
where his three sons are now attending. 

Two of his outside interests include 
fishing and photography. 

Due to his contraction of polio in the 
service, Mr. Harris became interested in 
work being done by the Hospital for 
Special Surgery and in 1961 he became a 
member of our Board of Managers.

YOUNG AND UNGBERG VISIT CHICAGO

ministrators and members of hospital govern- 
ing boards from all over the United States 
and Canada who took part in the congress — 
an annual three day affair sponsored by the 
American College of Hospital Administrators, 
a professional society. 


EDITORIAL 
The Plight of our Nursing Homes 

Care of the aged always a pressing prob- 
lem in our society now has become a demand- 
ing one. Progressive advance of the biologi- 
cal sciences, the improvement in medical 
techniques, and a decrease in the hazards of 
survival have combined to increase life ex- 
pectancy and to increase the numbers of the 
aged in the general population. The emerg- 
ing social structure has obliterated the con- 
ventions that made the care and security of 
the aged the obligation of the family. Be- 
grudging toleration has replaced love and 
veneration as the source of care for the aged. 
The proprietary nursing home evolved to meet 
the demands of these developments. 

All nursing homes fall into one of three 
categories: 

1. The public nursing home 
2. The voluntary nursing home 
3. Proprietary nursing home 

Administrators of public and voluntary 
nursing homes experience difficulties main- 
taining desireable standard of health and safe- 
ty while at the same time maintaining a bal- 
anced budget. In this regard the proprietary 
nursing home presents a special problem. The 
fundamental nature of their problem is to bring 
into balance the profit motive with optimal 
standards of nursing care. 

The magnitude of the problem is empha- 
sized by the related statistical data. Public 
Voluntary, and Proprietary Nursing Homes 
combined are able to supply less than one 
half million beds to satisfy the needs of six- 
teen millionpersons that are over 65years. It 
is estimated that this population will attain a 
mark of 24.5 million by 1980. 

The helter skelter pattern in which pro- 
prietary nursing homes developed, and the 
repitity of their development has resulted in 
an equally irregular pattern in the regulation 
of qualitative standards required for their op- 
eration. In order to provide for present and 
anticipated demands for beds and nursing 
care for the aged, all available and all po- 
tential proprietary facilities are needed, pro- 
viding they meet the minimum standard of 
health and safety. 

It appears that the criteria of minimum 
standards are violated in the name of expedi- 
ency, to satisfy the demanding needs of more 
facilities. Violation of these standards of 
health and safety defeat the primary purpose 
of the proprietary nursing home. How to care 
for these elderly people will continue to be 
one of our nations crying problems for many 
years. 
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
